THE MODERN GAMBLING SYSTEM, 

The “wire-tapping conspiracy” is important 
chiefly because it shows that a single facéetrack, 
in Canada this time, supplies public gambling houses 
in scores of American cities and, towns. 

Chicago, New York, Biffalo, Erie, Albany, Lou- 
isville and other places were all involved in the 
results of the wire-tapping fraud which demon- 
strates once more that what is Called “racing” 
is merely a method of operating a vast system of 
interstate gambling houses. 

“Bucketshops” operated as boards of trade or 
brokers’ offices carry on ansther system of inter- 
state gambling even more extensive. 





The Federal Department of Commerce and Labor, 


which supplies interstate statistics in milliofis and 
billions, has anh open opportuhity hete. When the 
partial success of this fraud “nets” nearly $200,000 
on a few hours’ “business” in & few ¢itied, what is 
the total “business” of a day, a week or a year, 
done by these modern systems of gambling which 
cover the country by telegraph? 

Gambling is not interstate commerce, it is true, 
but it could not be carried on as it is except as a 
result of the vast machinery of modern interstate 
commerce. Its suppression must be the work finally 
of the local authorities, but it is clearly the duty of 
the Federal Government to use its lawful power to 
find the full extent of what it nieans as it now 
extends from State to State throughout the country. 
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The birth of a royal baby on Juty 4 in Germany 
may be an omen of the further postponement of lib- 
erty in the Empire. 
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TRANSFERS BY CONSENT, 

It is gratifying to note that the monopoly mag- 
nates who control all the street railway facilities of 
St. Louis have graciously consented to extend the 
trahsfer system to the Suburban Railway, which has 
been absorbed by the United Railways Co. We say 
graciously consented, because there is no compulsion, 
no law compelling the issuing of transfers ‘The 
Municipal Assembly and the State Legislature which 
delivered all the street railway opportunities arid 
facilities into the hands of promoters and monopo- 
lists in considetation of boodle did not even provide 
by law for transfers. We must fake transfers on 
the terms of.the monopelists..; Min 

In New York the people revolted a ngeinat the ar- 
bitrary rule that transfers must be obtained when 
fares are. obtained, or not at all, and the lower 
courts have sustained the revolt. But New York 
has & transfer law compelling the issuing of trans- 
fers for a continuous trip from one polit to an- 
other on all lines owned of opetated by one com- 
pany. A penalty of $50, recoverable in a civil syit 
by the passenger, is provided for a refusal to give 
a transfer or to accept it for a continuous trip. 

In St. Louis the public has no legal right to 
transfers and no protection against arbitrary rules 
or refusals. He can ofily complain to the company. 
Perhaps the final completion of the street railway 
monopoly will suggest to the State and city au- 
thorities the wisdom of doing some legislating for 
the benefit of the people.

BOND ISSUE FOR | 
ANS COUNT 


Movement for $2,000, 000 ie: 
penditure Is Begun in 
Clayton. 


A movement to issue St. Louis County 
bonds for $2,000,000, that sum to be ex- 
pended in making and maintaining first- 
class highways, was launched Monday 
by the organization of the St. Louis 
County Good Roads “Association. 

A mass meeting was held in Clayton 
at the instance of the St. Louis County 
Civic League, a number of the most 
prominent men in the cotinty attending, 
for the purpose/of effecting a good roads 
organization and to call.a convention to 
put the question properly before the 
people. 

An executive committee of seven was 
appointed, Emos Clarke being chairman 
and W. O. Anderson, secretary, to name 
a subcommittee to be known as the cen- 
tral, to prepare for the convention. 

It is the present plan to hold a spe- 
cial’ election on the bond issue ques- 
tion, and meantime those who are deep- 
ly interested in the building of good 
roads will do considerable canvassing. 

Among those at the meeting who 
worked hard in the interest of the new 
association aré Robert H. Whitelaw, 
president of the Webster Groves Civic 
Leaeue; Henry I. Kendall, president of 
the Civie Improvement Asso tiation of 
Maplewood, and James’ E. Hereford, 
president of the Civic Improvement As- 
sociation of Ferguson. 

The proposed bond issue of $2,000,000 
is the largest amount for which the 
county may be bonded under the law. 


BANKS MUST NOW 
OBEY LOAN LAW 


Will Not Be Allowed to Exceed 
the 10 Per Cent Limit Un- 
der Any Conditions.

WASHINGTON, July 9—W. B. Ridge- 

ley, the Comptroller of the Currency, 

has notified all the national banks in the 


country that the recent law of Congress 
permitting national banks to loan 10 per 
cent of their capital and unimpaired gur- 
plus does not include undivided profits 
ag a part of the surplus. Some of the 
banks took the ground that cause, 
under the construction of the war reve- 
hue law the undivided profits were re- 
garded as a part of the surplus, for pur- 
poses of taxation, new legislation in- 
cluded undivided profits within the 


Comptrolier Ridgeley has aijso_ in- 
formed the officers of the national 
banks that excessive loans must be col- 
lected of reduced to the limit at once 
and that it will be the policy of the 
Comptroller of the Curreficy to enforce 
the law hy requiring every bank to keep 
its loans within the statutory limit. 

In urging this legislation Comptroller 
Ridgeley explained that he had found 
it impossible to enforce the limit of 
loans to 10 per cent of the capital, but 
promised if the proposed legislation

Harly in the day the 
place was visited by a squad of police, 
but no evidence could be. found to war- 
rant any arrests. Later another visit 
was made ard this time the police got 
s06 close to the place before Baines dis- 
covered by the lookout, that the best 
he could do was to cry, “Shut her down, 
Frank, shut her down!” when he suw 
the policemen approaching. 

Frank ‘‘shut her down,’’ but the of- 
ficers got in after a short delay and 
fcund not only a supply of whisky and 
bottled beer, but a keg half empty, 
from which the beer was ‘arawn in prop- 
er saloon fashion with a pressure pipe, 
which furnished the- requisite power to 
bring beer forth in good shape for con- 
Sumption. 


Pipe Line From Saloon, 


What particularly interested the po- 
lice was the fact that the pipe ran from 
the *“‘clubroom’’ to the saloon next door. 

No one could bé found who was in 
avowed charge of the placé, so the ‘police 
took everybody in signt, and kept them 
long enough at the station to interrogate 
them, when they were released. The 
po lice learned that the drinks were Ob- 
tained by means. of checks which oné 
man said he had bought at Schoenlaiib’s 
saloon Saturday night. Others testified 
that checks could also be bought in the 
clubroom. 

There will be no prosecution of this 
individual case, but Capt. Johnson of 
the district has recommensed a report to 
the Excise Commissioner, so that Mr. 
Schoenlaub may have a chance to ex- 
plain the wandering -of his pressure pipe 
into a clubroom.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 9.— 
Gov. Folk today, in an indignant inter- 
view. on the defeat of the police of St. 
Joseph by the lid-lifting saloon keep- 
ers, intimated that the head of the Po- 
lite Chief of that town will come off 
and radical changes be made in the Po- 
lice Department if the saloons are al- 
lowed to keep open next Sunday. 

Gov. Folk. today issued instructions to 
the St. Joseph Police Commisisoners to 
arrest all saloon keepers of St. Joseph 
who keep open next Sunday, and if, aft- 
er, the third arrest, they yet refuse to 
close up, to take charge of all their 
stock and place it in a safe place for 
evidence against them. 

In discussing the matter this morn- 
ing, the Governor said: 

"The saloon keepers of St. Joseph, in 
their impudence and defiance of author- 
ity; are sowing the seeds of a whirlwind. 
It remains to be seen whether they are 
greater than the State of Missouri. The 
closing law must be obeyed. They will 
have to obey it. They might as well 
understand that the fight has not end- 
ed. It has just begun. 

“If the present police authorities con- 
fess their inability to enforce the Sun- 
day closing law they will have to give | 
way to some one else who can.

ST. JOSEPH LID LIFTERS 
GET BETTER OF POLICE, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

‘ST. JOSEPH, Mo., July 9%—After a 
fight between police and saloon men, 
which lasted all morning, many saloons 
in this city remained open during the 
afternoon in spite of the police. By 
night over half the saloons in St. Joseph 
were open. ' 

Orders had come from Jefferson City 
to the Police Board to enforce the Sun- 
day closing law despite the decision of 
the Kansas City Court of Appeals; 
which held valid the Andriano ordi- 
fiance, permitting saloons to remain 
open after 12:30 p. m. 

The Police Department began making 
arrests shortly after midnight, and con- 
tinued them in the afternoon, but as 
fast as a saloofi man was released OD 
bond he would reopen his place. 

Then the officers rearrested the 
dramshop keepers and refused to re- 
lease them on bond. In a short time 
nearly every cell in the Central Folice 
Station was filled with saloon men 
and bartenders. 

Writs of habeas corpus were applied 
for before Judge Henry M. Ramey, 
who held that the. police had no au- 
thority to refuse to release a man on 
bond when he was charged with a 
misdemeanor. 

Then Chief Frans instructed his men 
not to molest those who hud heen 
arrested once, but to keap a close 
watch for violators who nad not beeh 
apprehended. 

Meanwhilé, those who had _ been 
locked up were released on their per- 
sunal bonds. Those arrested, will be 
prosecuted under what is known as 
the blue law.

The Central Trades and Labor Union 
has decided to ask President Gompers 
of the American Federation of Labor for 
an additional week to prepare a reply 
to his request for seating the delegates 
of the carpenters’ union. 


At the meeting of the centfal body 
Sunday, when it was supposed that the 
delegates from the carpenters’ union 
would be seated, according to President 
Gompers’ request, no action was taken 
on the matter further than the request 
for more time. The opposition of the 
Central Trades and Labor Union to the 
delegates from the carpenters’ union 
arises from a difficulty between the car- 
penters and the amalgamated wood- 
workers. 

At Sunday’s meeting the seats of Dele- 
gates G. A. Hoehn, L. Hildebrand and 
©, Pauls. representing Labor Union No. 
6284, were declared vacant, owing to the 
fact that President Gompers had re- 
voked the charter of the union. None of 
the three was present. The Fedefal 
Union has been in existence 18 years, 

A motion was adopted directing the 
secretary to ask President Gompers to 
make public his reasons for withdraw- 
ing the charter of the Federal Union. 
It has been stated by some that the ac- 
tion was taken without investigation be- 
cause of charges preferred before the 
Central Trades and Labor Union some 
time ago against the delegates from the 
Federal Union, accusing them of being 
members of the Executive Committee of 
the Socialist party. 

President Gompers has asked M. Grant 
Hamilton, an organizer of the American 
Federation of Labor, to investigate the 
standing of the Independent Carpenters’ 
Union, recentiy formed here. It is said 
that the neW organization is likely to 
eause further trouble among the bulld- 
ing trade through the refusal of mem- 
bers of other unions to work with men 
belonging to the new orgafiization.

BEAT OFF  OOSSACKS 





Reinforcements Had to. Be 
Called in Order to Quell 
the Rioting. 


ST. PETBRSBURG, July 9.—Political 
demonstrationé8 during which the 
crowds carried red flags and sang revo- 
lutionary sofgs occurred. in many 
places in St. Petersburg yesterday aft- 
éfnoon and night, necessitating. the. in- 
terference of the police and military pa- 


frois. 

Street cars were -held up and their 
éccupafits weéfe compelled to uncover 
and salute the red flags. 

The most serious affair happened near 
the Moscow Railroad station, where an 
officer later identified as Lieut. Tom 
made a fevolutionary speech to a crowd 
of 2000 people. A detachment of police 
attempted to ‘disperse the assemblage, 
but the people armed themselves with 
stones dug up from the streets and 
beat: off the police and a squadron of 
Cossacks. Eventually the Cossacks were 
reinforced and fired a blank volley 
in the air, whereupon the rioters fled to 
neighboring courts. Only a few persons 
weré slightly injured. Lieut. Tom was 
arrested and taken to the fortress, 

A meeting which was addressed by 
orators from a window of the Constitu- 
tional Democratie Club was dispersed 
by mounted gendarmes, during - which 
several persons were wounded with sa- 
bers and a performance at the People’s 
Palace was broken up, the audience 
singing thé Marseillaise as they dis- 
persed. 

The guards on the mail wagons are 
now armed with rifles, owing to the in- 
creasing number of atiacks made upon 
these vehicles: Six more newspapers of 
this city have been confiscated, 
Landlotds from the provinces where 
Agrarian disorders are occurring are 
flocking inio Moscow, and St. Peters-+ 
burg appealing for troops to protect 
their property, without which they de- 
clare it is impossible for them to live 
on their estates.
